I think because a lot of us think that people 
that do morally bad things —like he does in the 
movie — that he is a bad person.

The only time when I was filming that I didn’t 
speak with a British accent was when I was with my wife 
and child, or when they would come to set.

Peter Sarsgaard joked that he was too young to be appropri- 
ately sketchy as a man who romances a 16 -year-old girl. 

“I’m not an older man!” the Illinois native laughingly 
insisted during a recent chat with RedEye in Beverly Hills, 
Calif. “She’s 16, I’m 37— we’re practically the same age. 
I don’t feel like somebody who is almost 40.” 

If industry buzz is any indication, Sarsgaard plays the older 
man quite well in “An Education,” a coming-of-age drama set 
in 1960s London that hit Chicago theaters Friday Sarsgaard, 
who is married to actress Maggie Gyllenhaal, developed a 
British accent and slipped into some retro clothes as a 
playboy who woos young Jenny (Carey Mulligan). 

RedEye caught up with Sarsgaard, who grew up less 
than 20 miles east of St. Louis in Belleville, for an exclu- 
sive interview about his role, his family and the things 
he loves about Chicago. 


Your daughter Ramona (3 years old) is still young. Is she 
showing any signs of joining the family business? 

It’s so hard to tell. I think all kids so immediately gravitate 
toward that kind of thing— toward singing and dancing 
and pretending. I think most of us are kind of born with 
the ability to sing, dance and act. We all just grow up and 
grow out of it, except for those of us who don’t. 


How old were you when you realized acting was what you 
wanted to do? 

I realized I was interested in acting for the first time when 
I was 19, not when I was young. I realized I was going to be 
a professional actor when I was 23. 


You grew up in southern Illinois, but what’s the first thing 
you have to do when you visit Chicago? 

Go to a record shop. That’s the main thing in Chicago for 
me. I love the music scene there. I love Facets Video. They 
have lots of out-of-print films. I get stuff from them online. 


Do you like to watch yourself on screen? 

Before ‘An Education,” I had only seen one of my previous 
five movies. I go through phases where I don’t watch any 
of them because the final product is often something 
I have nothing to do with. I might watch it out of curiosity 


Some actors say they are drawn to things that scare them 
initially. Is that part of your process? 

With this one, it definitely was. For some reason, it wasn’t 
the prospect of being British. ... What mostly scared me 
about the part, weirdly, was playing Jewish. I thought, 
“How do you play Jewish? What is that?” I’m married to a 
Jewish woman. What does she do? Nothing! 


What’s the coolest part about being married to another 
actor? 

They’re able to move around with you when you go. 
It’s nice having a traveling companion.

Straight A’s for 
An Education* 

In 1961 London, Jenny (Carey 
Mulligan), who appears much 
older than her 16 years, longs to 
escape her repressive schooling 
and protective parents for liber- 
ated thought, music, language and 
more at Oxford University When 
she falls for older, successful 
David (Peter Sarsgaard), a life full 
of swanky jazz clubs, great res- 
taurants and adult conversation 
suddenly seems within reach and 
takes priority over her studies. 

The buzz: Winner of the World 
Cinema Audience Award and 
Cinematography Award at this 
year's Sundance film festival, “An 
Education” has a lot going for 
it between screenwriter Nick 
Hornby and the always-inter- 
esting Sarsgaard, Dutch direc- 
tor Lone Scherfig (“Italian for 
Beginners”) and Mulligan (who 
had a small role in “Public Enemies”) will mostly be start- 
ing from scratch with American audiences. 

The verdict: From what experiences do we gain and learn 
the most? Is it reasonable to seek a life of pure satisfaction? 
Whatever the answers, the film is a wonderful meditation 
on understanding life’s many choices and hierarchies— 
among them age, race, gender, religion, nation— and decid- 
ing to abide or rebel. Wit is not as common at the movies 
as it should be, and ‘An Education” practically overflows 
with smarts and class, even if the ending soft-pedals the 
ambiguity of big decisions. The film paints a delicious, 
complex portrait of ambition and infatuation, power and 
privilege. Mulligan, who’s like a ravishing, remarkable cross 
between Audrey Hepburn and Michelle Williams, levels 
Jenny’s perspective into a mix of excited, fragile youth and 
deceptively sturdy maturity. She’s a lock for an Oscar nod 
and just might win. 

Did you know? Jenny’s father (an excellent Alfred Molina) 
tells her that it’s not necessary to practice a hobby and 
thus she can still get credit on university applications for 
playing the cello even if she never practices. Dads can be 
such good time-savers, matt pais is the metromix movies producer.

That Maruchan you microwaved 
back in college and the stuff Takashi 
serves at the Sundays-only noodle lunch 
he launched at his two-story Bucktown 
restaurant in July are similar in name 
only Takashi makes his own noodles, 
then works them into fragrant broths 
filled with delicacies such as house- 
made fish cakes and barbecued eggs. 
Though the four ramen dishes are 
standouts (particularly the fragrant soy 
broth-based shoyu ramen, $n, prepared 


with braised pork), Sunday lunches 
aren’t all about those kinky yellow noo- 
dles, There also are silky somen noodles, 
delicate soba noodles (served both 
hot and chilled) and soft, chewy udon 

noodles in a mild soy-dashi 
broth seasoned with mit- 
suba, a Japanese herb, and 
yuzu($i3). 

We don’t advise you 
to stray too far from the 
noodle dishes, but that 
shouldn’t be difficult. The 
only other entree option is 
fried rice with grilled short 
ribs or shrimp, and neither preparation 
compares to the noodle dishes. 

If you’re exploring the menu of 
sharable starters, don’t miss the crispy- 
skinned duck fat-fried chicken ($8), 
meant to be doused in light sesame 
dressing ($8), or the tasty “pork belly 
snacks” ($8), a dish we were thrilled to 
see swiped from the dinner menu for a 
lunch cameo. Unctuous bits of caramel- 
ized pork belly are served atop slices 
of spongy steamed buns with a smear 




of hot mustard on the side to give the 
sweet, rich meat some spicy contrast. 
And if you’ve been here for dinner, you 
already know that skipping dessert is 
not an option. Our favorite is the soy- 
coconut panna cotta ($5), bathed in 
tangy passion fruit syrup. 

Though the Sunday afternoon vibe 
is much more casual than the polished 
dinner atmosphere, Takashi is still a 


step above your average brunch spot 
in service and price. The lunch crowd 
might be wearing jeans and T-shirts, but 
no one hesitates to plunk down upward 
of $25 for a mid-day meal. Yes, that 
translates to a lot of budget-brand Top 
Ramen, But once you’ve hadTakashi’s 
version, you’re never going back,

The duo also reveals the studio hated their decision 
to turn the movie into a musical, and marketing exec- 
utives hid the fact from the film’s trailers and market- 
ing materials. Only after one of the songs was nomi- 
nated for an Oscar (“Blame Canada”) did Paramount 
ever concede the musical idea was a good one. 

Parker and Stone recount the Oscar nomination 
experience extensively, including their decision to 
wear dresses to the Academy Awards (they almost 
chickened out at the last minute). 

The stories never stop coming, whether it’s 
Metallica’s James Hetfield agreeing to sing the song 
heard when Kenny goes to hell (but asking for his 
name to be kept off the credits), or Paramount’s 
accounting practices. 

As for the movie, “South Park: Bigger, Longer and 
Uncut” remains hilarious and astonishingly daring, 
even for people who aren’t fans.

Spice up your home

Situation: I am not satisfied with 
the look of my home, but I don’t 
have the money to fix it up. 


Solution: Give your place a no-cost 
makeover by cleaning, decl uttering 
and rearranging. 


Our homes are outward expressions of our inner selves, and they 
can have just as much influence on our lives as our jobs, family and 
friends. 

Many people assume that home improvement requires a lot of 
money, and they put it off, thinking, “If I owned instead of rented, it 
would be worth it,” or, “HI wait until I get a new job and then Fll find 
a decent place.”

Get rid of one thing

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Hudson’s year of healing

In the year since three members of her family were brutally 
killed in Chicago, Grammy and Oscar winner Jennifer Hudson 
has found ways to heal and start a new life. 

And it appears the 28 -year-old is happy again. 

The actress and singer has gushed over her role as a new 
mother. She has started going out again, 
including an appearance at a New York 
gala just days ago. And she’s poured her- 
self into her work, from a gospel-tinged 
rendition of the national anthem at the 
Super Bowl months after the slayings to 
a “VHi Divas” concert in New Y)rk last 
month. 

“Her way of grieving is to put it all 
into her work and into her new baby,” 
said Ian Drew, senior music editor at Us 
Weekly magazine. “She’s celebrating what she has.” 

Now she is set to return to Chicago next month to film an 
ABC prime-time special in which she’ll share memories of her 
childhood Christmases in Englewood and the church where 
she started singing. 

It will be a bittersweet journey as she films “Jennifer 
Hudson: I’ll Be Home for Christmas,” which is scheduled to 
air in December. 

A year ago, just as her career was really taking off with 
roles in movies like “Sex and the City” and “The Secret Life 


of Bees,” Hudson had to return home for the worst reason 
possible. 

On Oct. 24, 2008, the bodies of her mother, Darnell Hudson 
Donerson, 57, and brother, Jason Hudson, 29, were found in the 
family’s home on the South Side. The body of her 7-year-old 
nephew, Julian King, was found days later in an SUV on the 
West Side, just over 10 miles away All 
three had been shot. 

Hudson spent the next few months 
away from the public eye. 

By February she had launched back 
into work, filming a video for “If This 
Isn’t Love,” followed by the Super 
Bowl performance and a Grammy win 
for best R&B album for her self-titled 
debut CD. 

Hudson welcomed son David with 
fiance David Otunga in August. 

She returned to Chicago last month to perform “Spotlight” 
for “The Oprah Winfrey Show” 

“It feels good to be home,” Hudson told the crowd on the 
Magnificent Mile. 

The trip garnered the respect of many 
“People look up to her,” said Aaron Wright, 38, of 
Englewood. “Even in tragedy, you still come home and repre- 
sent where you come from. For her to come back home, that 
gave everybody else strength.”

William Balfour, the estranged husband 
of Jennifer Hudson’s sister, Julia, was 
charged with first-degree murder in 
the killings. Prosecutors alleged Balfour 
killed them in a jealous rage because 
he was upset Julia Hudson was dating 
another man.

Now Batey whose passport arrived in 
September, is planning trips to see her new 
friends in China and Germany— and crash with 
them to stay within her budget, of course.

Whether you’re 
looking to meet someone new or just save 
money, Chicago offers several ways to spend 
some time with people you’ve never met.
